Note 3—Candidates desirous of exercising of the option to 
answer the aforesaid paper in Hindi (Devnagri) or in Eng¬ 
lish should indicate their intention to do so clearly in column 
6 of the application form; otherwise, it would bo presumed 
that they would answer the paper in English. 

Note 4—The option once exercised shall be treated as final 
and no request for alternation in column 6 of the application 
form shall ordinarily be entertained. 

Note 5—Question paper in respect of Papor-I and Paper-

Note 6—No credit for Paper-H will bo given for an answer 
written in a language other than the one opted by the can¬ 
didate.

PAPERT(a)—General Awareness—Question will be aimed 
at testing the candidates general awareness of the environ¬ 
ment around him and its application to the society. Questions 
will also be designed to test knowledge of cunent events and 
of such matters of every day observations and experience in 
their scientific aspect as may be expected of an educated per¬ 
son. The test will also include questions relating to India 
and its neighbouring countries especially pertaining to History, 
culture, gcowaphy, economic scene, general policy and scien¬ 
tific research. 

(b) Comprehension and writing ability of English Langu¬ 
age-Questions will be designed to test the candidates under¬ 
standing and knowledge of English Language, vocabulary, 
spellings, grammar, sentence structure, synonyms, antonyms, 
sentence completion, phrases and idiomattc use of words, etc, 
There will be question on comprehension of a passagc- 

PAPER-H—Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure— 
The paper on Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure will 
be designed to test the candidates knowledge of Office Proce¬ 
dure in the Secretariat and Attached Offices .and generally 
their ability to write and understand notes and drafts. 

Candidates belonging to Central Secretariat Clerical Ser¬ 
vice/Department of Tourism (Headquarters Estt,), Central 
Vigilance Commission and Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs 
are required to study the Manual of Office Procedure, Notes 
on Office Procedure issued by the Institute of Secretariat Train¬ 
ing and Management and the Rules of Procedure and Con¬ 
duct of Business in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha and 
tho handbook of Orders Issued by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs regarding use of Hindi for Official purposes of the 
Union. 

Candidates belonging to Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 
Services are required to study the Manual of Office Proce¬ 
dure Issued by the Railway Board and the Rules of Procedure 
and Conduct of Business in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya 
Sabha and the Hand Book of Orders issued by the Ministry 
of Home Affairs regarding use of Hindi for official purpose 
of the Union and the Indian Railways Compendium of orders 
regarding use of Official Language for this purpose. 
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
